Guy  W.  Vaughn 
Offers  Advice 
to  Aviatiors 


General  Manager  of  Wright  Aeronaut¬ 
ical  Corporation  Says  Aviation  Is 

Soverol  industries.  Lists  Light. 

How  to  make  tho  best  uso  of  tho  in¬ 
telligent  and  enthusiastic  man  power 
that  is  pouring  front'  tho  colleges  of  the 
country  has  proved  to  bo  .one  of  the 
ronl  problems  of  the  aviation  industry. 
Hundreds  of  students,  looking  forward 
to  graduation  and  their  emergence  into 
tho  .world  of  commerce,  liavo  caught 
the  fover  of  tho  fresh  and  swiftly 
growing  business  of  flying,  and  have 
made  up  tholr  minds  to  join  their  for¬ 
tunes  with  it.  On  the  other  hand,  av¬ 
iation  has  a  tremendous  need  for  eager, 
trained,  and  youthful  minds  to  take  up 
its  multitude  of  tasks. 

Among  the  aviation  executives  who 
have  given  most  thought  to  this  prob¬ 
lem  is  Guy  W.  Vaughan,  vice  president 
and  general  manager  of  the  Wright 
Aeronautical  Corporation.  A  very 
largo  number  of  young  college  men 
have  come  to  Vaughn  for  jobs  or  ad¬ 
vice,  and  college  presidents  have  fre¬ 
quently  inquired  of  him  what  to  do 
with-  their  young  charges  eager  to  get 
into  aviation.  To  theso  he  has  outlin¬ 
ed  a  general  primer  of  tho  industry  as 
it  applies  to  tho  collegiate  in  search 
of  a  job. 

“It  is,  first  of  all,”  says  Vaughan, 
“something  of  a  mistake  to  regard  av¬ 
iation  as  one  industry,  a  coherent 
whole.  Tho  industry  is  in  fact  a  group 
of  many  industries  which  are  worlds 
apart  in  all  except  their  ultimate  aim: 
to  make  and  sell  airplanes,  to  operate 
them,  and  to  keep  them  in  the  air.  • 

“Suppose  wo  simply  list  theso  vari¬ 
ous  sub-industries,  to  make  clear  how 
very  different  they  are:  In-  tho  avia¬ 
tion  businoss  wo  (I)  design,  and  man¬ 
ufacture,  and  sell  engines;  (2)  design, 
and'  manufacture,  and  sell  airplanes; 

(3)  oporato-airplanes  at  a  fixed  base 
for  training  or  for  local  taxi  service; 

(4)  operate  airplanes  over  scheduled 
routes  carrying  mail  and  passengers; 

(5)  operate  commercial  airports;  (G) 
fly  airplanes  as  professional  pilots; 
(7)  manufacture  and  sell  carburetors  or 
pontoon  floats  or  spruco  lumber  or  lin¬ 
en  fabric  or  any  of  the  hundreds  of 
aeronautical  accessories;  (8)  teach 
students  to  fly,  in  large  scalo  operation: 

“Thore/__aro,  of  course, -m„qrOj,iji;bdir 
visions  of  the  industry.  But  these  will 
Bervc  to  demonstrate  my  first  point: 
that  tho  student  should  inako  up  his 
mind  as  quickly  as  possiblo  which 
phaso  interests  him,  and  train  himself 
especially  for  that  phaso.  IIo  should 
not  allow  himself  simply  to  drift  ‘into 
the  aviation  business’.  For  in  that  case 
Wo  may  find  a  graduate  mechanical  en¬ 
gineer  operating  a  mail  route  when  he 
should  be  designing  engines,  or  a  first 
class  salos  department  executive  in¬ 
specting  lumber  out  of  a  spruce  forest. 

“Tliero  is  hardly  any  division  of  the 
aviation  industry,  from  metallurgy  to 
test-piloting  which  cannot  bo  trained 
for  to  some  extent  in  a  college.  Thoro 
is  hardly  any  division  of  tho  aviation 
industry  which  is  not  badly  in  ncod  of 
college  trained  mon,  intelligent  enough 
and  ambitious  enough  to  expand  that 
training  by  working  experience. 

“Of  course,  any  man  fresh  from 
school  needs  a  groat  deal  of  practical 
>  oxporionco,  and  hard  working  oxperi- 
encoj  beforo  ho  is  ready  to  slip  into  a 
big  job.  -  There  are  vory  few  short  cuts 
in  aviation. 

“There  aro  for  oxamplo  mon  who 
corno  to  tho  Wright  Company  with  ex¬ 
cellent  specialized  educations,  from  tho 
best  colleges  in  tho  country.  Our  pvne- 
’-tieo  with  them  is  almost  identical  in 
every  caso. "  Whether  a  newcomer  is  a 
gradunto  of  onginooring,  or  businoss 
Sadministration,  or  accounting,  we  usu¬ 
ally  put  him  in  a  pair  of  overalls  in 
tho  Borvico  Bhop  und  lot  him  spend 
threo  or  four  months  grinding  valves. 
That  is  a  todious  and  uninteresting 
job.  It  is  a  greasy  job,  with  long  hours 
and  monotonous  labor.  But  wo  serve 
two  purposes  with  this  method:  wo  find 
out  if  our  candidate  really  has  tho 
bnekbono  essential  to  this  business, 
and  wo  teach -him  what  tho  inside  of  an - 
ongino  looks  like.  A  college  man1  that  i 
can  grind  valves  eight  hours  every-day! 
for  three  months  with  plenty  of  over- 1 
time  has  plenty,  of  grit. 

“Tho  most  frequent  question  asked 
of  mo  by  collogo  mon  is  this,  ‘Must  I 
learn  to  fly?’  Being  a  pilot  is  not  os-  • 
sontlul  to  a  pluco  in. the  aviation  in*; 
dually,  but  it  is  highly  desirable.  I 
would  like  for  every  iuun  in  my  organ-  \ 
ization  to  bo  ablo  to  handle  a  ship  in  i 
tho  air.  This  applies  particularly  to' 
ull  men  having  anything  to  do  with  air- 
pluno  or  ongino  sales.  It  would  be  fool¬ 
ish  for  u  motor  truck  salesman  to  drive 
up  .to  his  prospects  door  behind  a  find 
pair  of  bay  horses.  It  is  utmost  equal- j 
ly  foolish  for  an  airplane  salesman  to, 
point  out  thp  virtues  of  his  product 
from  tho  ground.  .  ,  •  .

College  May 
Get  Training 
School  Building 


State  Survey  Commission  Advises  a  Ten 
Year  Building  Program  to  Provido  an 
Adequate  Plant  for  Attendance  Needs. 


A  new  training  school  building,  to  bo 
erected  at  a  cost  of  $300,000  is  recoin 
mended  among  other  improvements  for 
tho  College,  by  tho  state  survey  com 
mission  in  its  report  to  Governor  Hon 
ry  S.  Caulfield.  For  this  improvement 
progrnm,  the  commission  rocommendod 
tho  expenditure  of  $2,110,000  on  the 
Collogo  at  Maryvillo  alone,  Tho  train¬ 
ing  school,  it  was  advisod,  should  bo 
erected  in  the  early  part  of  tho  ten 
year  period  during  which  the  program 
is  to  bo  conducted. 

“It  is  a  fact,”  tho  report  said  in 
speaking  of  the  needs  of  all  the  state 
teachers’  colleges,  “that  during  tho 
last  twolve  years  tho  state  has  neither 
supplied  sufficient  now  buildings  to 
provido  for  tho  greatly  increased  at¬ 
tendance  nor  allowed  sufficient,  funds 
for  the  proper  maintenance  of  the 
plants  already  in  operation.” 

The  commission  also  recommended, 
for  this  first  period,  an  expenditure  of 
$30,000  for  maintenance  purposes. 

Tho  program  for  tho  other  three  per¬ 
iods  is  as  follows: 

Second  Period:  Fireproof  storage 

and  shops,  $25,000;  lighting  main  build 
ing,  $10,000;  fireproof  vaults,  $10,000; 
toachcrs  offices,  $15,000;  student 

health  scrvico  offices,  $25,000;  Third 
Period:  Library,  $15,000;  campus 

walks  and  roads,  $30,000;  Fourth  Per¬ 
iod:  Remodel  present  library  in  a  gym¬ 
nasium  for  girls,  $35,000;  remodel  aud¬ 
itorium,  $05,000;  Fifth  Period:  Science 
building,  $150,000;  science  equipment, 
$50,000;  remodol  science  rooms  in  main 
building,  $10,000;  music  unit,  $50,000; 
Total,  $955,000.

Tho  itinerary 
of  tho  teams  would  include  St.  Louis, 
Cape  Girardeau,  Springfield,  Fayette¬ 
ville,  Arkansas;,  Tulsa,  Oklahoma;  Pitts- 1 
burg,  Kansas/  and  Kansas  City.  j 

Tentative'  arrangements  have  already  ■ 
boen  made,  Mr.  Millor  announced,  for 
debates  for  tho  girls’  team  with  the 
Kansas  Aggies  ,  Kirksville  Teachers’ 
College,  University  of  Tulsa,  Culvor- 
Stoekton  College;  Washburn  College, 
Kansas  AVesleyau,  and  Sterling  College. 
Arrangements  havo  also  boen  tempor¬ 
arily  made  for  debates  between  the 
men’s  team  of  the  College  and  teams 
from  tho  Kansas  City  Law  School,  Cul- 
vor-Stockton,  Park  College,  Kirksville 
Teachers  College,  William  Jewell,  AVasli-  { 
burn,  and  University  of  Tulsa.  j 

A  northern  tour  is  also  being  planned , 
for  tho  debate  teams,  which  will  in 


elude  in  its  schedule,  Omaha  and  Creigh¬ 
ton  Universities  nt  Omaha;  Morning- 
side  Collogo  at  Sioux'  City;  University 
of  South  Dakota  nt  Vermillion;  Yank- 
don  Collogo  at  Ynnkdon,  South  Dakota; 
and  University  of  Nebraska  at  Lincoln. 
This  trip  will  likely  bo  made  during 
thc  interval  between  tho  winter  and 
spring  quarters. 

Other  schools  with  which  the  debates 
aro  being  considered  arc  AVillinm  AVoods 
College  and  tho  University  of  Missouri 
for  tho  women’s  team;  and  Warrons¬ 
burg,  Springfield,  St.  Louis  University, 
AVashington  University  of  St.  Louis, 
Capo  Girardeau,  and  tho  University  of 
Arkansas  for  tho  men’s,  team. 

Plans  aro  also  in  the  making  which, 
if  successful,  will  bring  teams  from 
Texas,  Utah,  and  Illinois  to  Maryville 
for  debates  with  tho  teams  represent¬ 
ing  thc  Collogo. 

Several  practice  or  educational  de¬ 
bates  are  being  arranged,  one  Tnrkio 
Collogo  and  a  pro-season  meeting  with 
Park  College:  Missouri  AVesloyan  Col- 1 
lego  at  Cameron,  Palmer  Collogo  at  Al¬ 
bany,  and  possibly  St.  Benedict’s  at 
Atchison,  Kansas  aro  also  being  con¬ 
sidered  for  practico  debates. 

■  Tho  on  tiro  debate  season  is, ‘accord¬ 
ing1  to  Mr.  Miller,  to  bo  composed  of 
about  thirty  debates  and  several  ex¬ 
tended  tours,  which,  if  carried  out  as 
now  being  planned,  will  tako  teams 
from  tho  Collogo,  both  men’s  and  wo¬ 
men’s,  into  somo  seven  states,  and  will 
permit  local  teams  to  meet,  all  told, 
teams  from  about  ten  different  states. 
Thoro  will  probably  bo  only  about  four 
or  five  debates  in  Maryville,  ono  or 
two  of  which  will  bo  bofore  tho  student 
body,  ono  at  a  local  church,  ono  before 
a  group  of  business  men,  and  possibly 
ono  boforo  the  local  high  school,  if  pres¬ 
ent  plans,  aro  carried  out. 

The  debates  will  be  held  before  vary¬ 
ing  types  of  audiences  and  will  be  of 


several  different  forms,  including  tho 
Oxford  style,  the  Oregon  stylo,  tho  for¬ 
mal  type,  tho  split-team  plan,  non-de¬ 
cision  and  decision  contests  with  vary¬ 
ing  modes  of  arriving  at  decisions  in 
tlie  decision  debates. 

The  first  meeting  of  all  studonts  in¬ 
terested  in  debate  "for  tho  coming  sea¬ 
son  will  be  held  in  Social  Hall,  Thurs¬ 
day,  December  12,  nt  4:20  instead  of 
Tuesday  evening  as  originally  announ¬ 
ced.  A  squad  of  from  thirty  to  forty 
debaters,  including  both  men  and  Wo¬ 
men,  can  bo  used  during  *tho  season, 
and  eacli  member  who  retains  his  posi¬ 
tion  on  tlie  squad  throughout  tho  soa- 
son  will  bo  guaranteed  an  opportunity 
of  participating  in  nt  least  ono  intor- 
scholnstic  debate. 

As  nearly  ns  possible,  equal  attention 
will  bo  given  all  members  of  tho  squad. 
Positions  on  tho  squad  will  bo  gained 
and  rotained,  not  on  tho  basis  of  a 
few  minutes’  speech  try-out,  but  rather 
on  tlie  basis  of  con-sistent  development 
and  loyalty  as  a  debater.
